At  the  ^neral  oeetlng  of  the  Acadan/  of  Salanoas  USSR  uhloh  vas 
held  1-1^  July  1963>  the  partlolpaQts  dlsausBad  veye  of  fulfilling  the 
taaka  hafore  the  Aoadasy  of  Solaneaa  USSR  and  how  to  unlta  thalr  forces 
and  direct  theo  at  the  main  trends  of  solantlfic  research. 

Academician  P.H<  Fedoeayav,  vioe-prasldant  of  the  Aeadeny  of 
Sclaucea^  presented  a  report  at  the  meeting  entitled  "Science  and 
Ideological  Life."  In  hie  report  he  pointed  out  the  inportance  of 
the  June  1963  Central  OcBaolttee  Plenun  for  the  history  of  the  struggle 
for  Connunlsmi  for  new  victories  of  the  Soviet  scientific  world  oiublo«^> 
and  for  Karxlsm-Lenlnism.  Fed^seyev  stated  that  all  spheres  of  -  solan- 
tlf Ic  activity  axe  In  sceie  way'  oonneoted  with  ideology  end  develo(ped 
this  thane,  Uniting  solentifio  progress  with  the  heritage  of  Leninist 
philosophy.  Be  stated  In  conclusion  that  the  main  thing  now  is  to 
Inorease  the  responslhlUty  of  scientific  worliers  for  both  the  thaeretl- 
cal  and  practical  solutions  of  urgent  problems,  nw  most  important 
demand  of  the  OPSU  Program  Is  the  creative  approach  to  science,  unoreas- 
Ing  care  about  Its  development  end  onrlolmient,  end  about  Inoreaelng  Ita 
effeetiveneas. 

Academicians  M.A.  Levrent'yev  and  P.N.  Pospelov  and  oorreapandlng 
members  of  the  aeadeny  B.O.  Oafurov,  B.M.  Kedrov,  F.V.  Konstantinov,  and 
others  took  part  In  the  discussion  of  Fedoseyev's  report. 

The  resolution  passed  regarding  the  report  "Science  and  Ideological 
Life"  stated  that  the  general  meeting  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences. USSR 
approves  the  decisions  of  the  June  1963  Central  Ccomittee  Plenum  end 
considers  it  necesaaiy  to  make  them  the  basis  of  all  of  their  work. 

The  general  meeting  recognized  the  most  Important  tasks  of  all  scien¬ 
tific  Institutions  and  scientists'  to  be  the  active  cooperation  of  tto 
party  In  ideological  work  and  the  strengthening  In  every  way  possible 
of  the  role  of  science  In  the  development  of  the  Communist  world  out¬ 
look  and  In  the  Ideological  and  scientific  education  of  the  nation. 
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The  general  meeting  of  the  Aoadeiqr  of  Sciences  QSSB  also  discussed 
a  num'ber  of  organizational  problems.  They  approved  the  nev  regolations 
and  nev  structure  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  X]S8R.  Specialized  depart¬ 
ments  vere  created  In  the  aoadeny  vtalch  are  called  on  to  guide  the  lead¬ 
ing  directions  of  science  and  vhlch  unite  sclantlsts  vho  vork  In  the 
same  field •

composition  of  the  acddeny! 

Department  of  Hathfimatlos  (all  dlrectlpu  of  mathematical  soleAhe^ 
particularly  the  development  of  methods  of  ecnputer  mathemBtios>  of 
theoretical  bases  of  aybemetlcs,  and  of  logical  baa^s  of  the  theory  of 
ooiqputera ) 

Department  of  Qeneral  and  Applied  Ttyelcs  (research  on  solid  state 
physlcsi  physics  of  liquid  and  gases,  optics,  acoustics,  radlpphyslcs 
and  electronics,  and  also  astronomy  and  astrophyalcs) 

Depaytment  of  Nuclear  Physics  (physios  of  the  atomic  nucleus, 
physios  of  elementary  particles  and  uo^c  rays)

Thd  PrasldlVB  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  DSSR  la  forming  three  sec¬ 
tions  of  the  Preeldlm  to  guide  the  vork  of  the  departmente  and  of 
scientific  Institutions  of  the  acadeiiQr.  Shese  are:  a  section  of 
physlootechnlcal  and  nathamatloal  aolenees,  a  section  of  chemlootaohno- 
logleal  and  hlologioal  solanesa,  and  a  section  of  social  aeleneea. 

According  to  the  new  regulations  of  the  acadesy,  elections  In  the 
aoadaoy  are  to  he  held  slmultaneoualy,  once  every  n  years.  In  connec¬ 
tion  with  this  statement  of  the  regulatiooa,  the  general  meeting  elected 
the  president  of  the  acAdemy,  vice-presidents,  academician-secretaries 
of  the  departments,  and  other  memhers  of  the  presidium  for  a  k'.year  term. 

Aoademiolan  M.V*  ISeldyah  vaa  elaoted  president  of  the  aoBdeny. 

Academicians  V.A.  Kirillin,  M.A.  Lavrent'yav,  M.D.  Mllllonahchlkonr, 
R.N.  Semenov,  and  F.R.  Fedoseyev  were  elected  vice-presidents. 

Academician  RJi.  Slsakyan,  smmher  of  the  presidium  of  the  Academy 
of  Sciences,  .USSR,  vaa  elected  chief  scientific  secretary  of  the  Acadeny 
of  Sciences  DSSR. 

The  general  meeting  approved  the  academician-secretaries  of  the 
depertments  vho  vere  elected  hy  the  depertnents.  They  are:  AoademlclanB

The  aotiiorltjr  of  our  science,  SlsahTaa  writes,  is  higher  than  ever, 
but  so  is  the  responslhili^  scientists.  The  creation  of  the  aaterlal 
technl'cai  tase  of  CosBunisB  depends  to  a  large  degree  on  the  progtess  of 
our  BClenda,  on  how  gnlcklgr  scientific  dlscovarias  are  introduced  Into 
production,  on  iiow  cdrrectly  the  directions  of  rebearch  are  chosen,  end 
on  how  (lulokly'nev  fields  of  science  and  teohnoloijr  are  provided  with  • 
personnel. 

This  Beans  that  at  the  new  stage  of  the  building  of  Ocnaunin  the 
role  and  significance  of  the  Academgr  of  Sodenoes  USSR  Bust  be  changed. 

Sgr  the  decisions  of  the  party  and  the  govemnnt,  the  academy  will  beoooe 
the  main  headquarters  for  the  front  of  solantifie  resesrch  in  the  lilSbRi 

To  this  headquarters  is  entrusted  the  general  leadersh^  of  the 
most  iBportant  wOrk  being  done  in  the  union  republic  acadeaiies  bf 
sciences,  solentlfio  research  establlshnents,  and  vuzes  (higher  educa> 
tlonal  institutions).  The  acadamy  must  define  the  basic  directions  of 
scientific  research  in  the  natural  and  social  sciences  snd  coordinate 
work  in  these  fields.  The.  acadeoy  is  idso  responsible  for.  the  correct 
guidance  (bapravlenlye)  of  financing,  naterlal -technical  supply,  and 
capital  constxnictlon  in  the  solentlfio  establlalBNintB  of  the  Acsdsaqr  of 
Sciences  USSR  and  the  uxilon  republic  eoademles. 

Under  these  cozvUtlons  the  work  of  the  acadeay  and  its  position  in 
the  system  of  solentiflo  establlsfaBentB  change  cardinally.'  '  Mhare  earlier 
the  academy's  cares  did  not  extend  much  'beyond  the  limits  of  its  scien¬ 
tific  institutes,  now  it  has  the  responsibility  for  the  developnent  of 
research  In  all  the  leading  directions  of  the  social  end  natural  sciences 
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Tbs  elavatloQ  of  the  role  of  the  aoedeiqjr  unconditionally  involves 
the  reorganltatiOQ  of  Its  solentifio  and  scientific -organizational  voiTs., 
and  also  the  reorganization  of  vorh  In  the  vorejaratlon  and  training  of 
scientific  cadres.  'ISiBre  vere  serious  defects  In  the  struotwe  of  the 
Presidium  and  dejairtiiients  of  the  aoadenjr  that  existed  until  Just  recently, 
and  In  the  system  of  interrelations  betwsen  the  Acadeay  of  Sciences  USSB 
and  the  repuhllc  academies.  In  the  majority  of  cases  the  departments  of 
the  Aoadesy  of  Sciences  united  very  .different  and  distant  fields  of 
aclenoa;  for  Instance,  mathematics,  physics,  astronoay,  and  geophysics 
vex«  all  represented  In  the  Department  of  Fj^slconathematloal  Sciences. 
Nov,  under  the  nev  conditions,  It  la  no  laager  eocpedient  to  divide  theo¬ 
retical  research  and  its  practical  application  In  the  econoey.  She 
sources  of  davelopDient  of  technology  lie  In  the  natural  sciences,  and 
the  correct  direction  of  aolance  and  the  practical  utilisation  of  its 
aohlevenents  are  posslhls  only  If  the  effoarts  of  specialists  vorking  In 
the  area  of  tbaozy  end  In  the  area  of  the  realization  of  theoretical  ae- 
coopllshments  are  united. 

The  nev  structure  of  the  Aoadeny  of  Sciences  DSSR,  which  radically 
changes  things,  was  afflnaed  at  the  general  meeting  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  USSR  which  was  held  from  1  to  4  July  19^3. 

Three  sections  of  the  Presidium  and  1^  specialized  departments  were 
formed  for  the  guidance  (rukovodstvo)  of  the  work  of  the  departments  and 
the  scientific  estahllshments.  The  section  of  physlooteohnlcal  and  mathe¬ 
matical  sciences  Inoludoo  the  departments  of  mathematics,  general  and 
applied  plyaloB,  atomic  ptysios,  physloateohnlcal  problems  of  power 
engineering,  eaxth  sciences,  and  laeohanlos  and  ths  processes  of  .control. 
The  section  of  chemlcotechnologloel  and  biological  sciences  contains  the 
departments  of  general  and  technical  chemistry,  physical  chemistry  and 
the  technology  of  Inorganic  mater lais,  biochemistry,  blopbyslca  and  the 
chemistry  of  physiologically  active  ooopounda,  physiology,  and  general 
biology.  The  departments  of  history,  philosophy  and  law,  economics,  and 
literature  and  language  make  up  the  section  of  social  sciences. 

Each  department  of  the  Acsdeny  of  Sciences  USSR  vlU  become  a  aclen- 
tifio  and  scientific-organizational  center  with  complete  responsibility 
for  the  development  of  the  corresponding  field  of  science  In  the  country. 
All  q.uestlohB  of  the  development  of  one  field  of  science  or  another  In 
the  Acadeny  of  Sciences  USSR,  the  academies  of  sciences  of  the  union 
republics,  and  the  vuzes  will  be  within  Its  Jurisdiction.  It  must  also 
be  responsible  for  the  utilization  of  scientific  achievements  In  the 
economy  and  culture  of  the  country. 

The  Presidium  of  the  Acadeny  of  Sciences  USSR  and  the  councils  of 
ministers  of  the  union  republics  will  guide  the  activity  of  the  academies 
of  the  union  republics.  DisousBlons  at  meetings  of  the  Presidium  of  the 
Acadeny  of  Sciences  USSR  of  questions  related  to  the  activity  of  the 
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union  r«im'bllc  acadeinleo  vlll  taka  place  with  tha  participation  of  the 
presidents  of  the  academies  of  aoiences  of  tha  union  repvfbllos  —  they 
vlll  have  the  deciding  vote. 

Such  a  reorganization  does  not  mean  any  aort  of  infringement  of  the 
rights  of  the  union  repiiblio  acadeulea  of  soleneas  to  decide  the  current 
problems  of  the  life  of  the  republic  acadamlea.  Aa  before,  they  vill 
develop  scientific  research  and  guide  the  work  of  the  laatltutee.  fhe 
guestlon  ia  to  detexmlne,  by  Joint  efforta,  the  general  4,ueatlone  of 
principle  oonceming  the  direotiooa  of  the  work  of  the  InatltubesV  the 
quality  of  their  work,  the  coordination  of  research  In  the  deTelopment 
of  fundamental  problema,  and  the  develogatant  of  aolenoe  and  the  reaJlsa- 
tion  of  aolentiflo  achievements  in  the  ecoacBy  and  oultvcre  of  the  coun¬ 
try. 


The  now  regulatlona  of  the  Acadaqr  of  Solenoea  tJSSR  and  the  chaagas 
resulting  from  them  were  adopted  to  furtter  strengthen  tha  bond  of 
Balance  with  the  life  of  the  country.  The  main  goal  of  tha  reaolubions 
adopted  by  the  general  meeting  of  the  Aoedeny  of  Selenoea  TIS8R  la  to 
raise  the  level  of  aclentlfle  reeeeroh  In  the  oountxy,  to  liqpronpi  tha 
coordination  of  selentlflo  work,  to  etrengthen  tha  natarlal-tectmloal 
base  of  CoBotunlsm,  and  to  improve  the  preparation  and  training  of. 
scientific  cadres  In  order  to  achieve  the  new  frontlera  of  Soviet 
science.

”RaserveB  of  Science,''  by  Academician  Kirillin,  vice- 

president  of  Aeadesor  of  Solenoea  USSR;  Moscow,  Isvestlyn.

In  this  article  Kirillin  notes  the  Importance  of  putting  the  latest 
achleveBwnts  of  Soviet  science  and  engineering  into  praotioe  in  the  ' 
shortest  possible  time.  In  this  respect,  he  meaticns  Soviet  work  in 
mathematics,  nuclear  physics,  solid  state  physics,  chemistry,  aid  other 
branches  of  natural  sciences.  He  notes  lalimt  achievements  of  Marxlst- 
Lenlnlst  science  have  found  their  clearest  exporesslon  in  the  new  Party 
Program.  The  future  developnient  cf  soclal-ecdnemlo  soiences  on  the  basis 
of  Marxism-Leninism  is  of  first-ranking  importance  for  the  building  of 
Comunism,  according  to  Kirillin. 
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The  re solution  of  tho  Central  Committee  CPSU  and  the  Council  of  Mln- 
istera  USSR  about  improving  the  vork  of  tlie  Acadenijr  of  Sciences  USSR  and 
the  academies  of  sciences  of  the  \inion  republics  which  vas  passed  In 
April  1963  ia  *n  important  step  In  improving  the  leadership  of  scientific 
research  in  the  natural  and  social  sciences.  It  will  no  doubt  have  a 
great  influence  on  the  suooeasful  davelopnent  of  Soviet  science  and  will 
promote  the  beat  and  fullest  practical  utilization  of  results  of  scien¬ 
tific  research,  Kirillin  states. 

The  responaibillty  for  leadership  and-  coordination  of  eeientlfio 
research  in  the  field  of  natural  and  social  aolencea  was  given  to  the 
Academy  of  Sclanoes  USSR  by  this  resolution.  The  activity  of  the  Acadeny 
of  Sclanoes  USSR  and  the  academies  of  sciences  of  the  union  republic's 
must  be  concentrated  on  the  development  of  research  for  the  leading  - 
directions  of  natural  sciences,  revealing  the  lavs  of  phenomena  of 
nature,  laying  new  paths  of  technical  progress;  on  the  realisation  of 
^ture  scientific  research  directly  oonnaoted  with  the  development  of 
ihdustry;  on  the  basic  problems  of  social  sciences.  The  resolution  give's 
the  Academy  of  Sciences  USSR  the  necessary  rights  and  the  responsibility 
for  the  developaent  of  natural  and. social  dciences. 

The  declaiens  of  the  Rovember  1962  Plenua  of  the  Central  Committee 
CPSU  which  determined  that  the  leadership  of  science  and  engineering 
should  be  carried  out  by  the  state  committees  for  branches  of  the 
economy,  and  the  resolution  of  the  Central  Committee  CPSU  and  the. 

Council  of  Ministers  USSR  on  improving  the  work  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  USSR  and  the  academies  of  sciences  of  the  union  republics  which 
gave  the  Aoadeay  of  Solenoes  USSR  the  responsibility  for  leadership  of 
scientific  research  for  the  natural  and  social  sciences  established  a 
complete  system  of  organization  and  leadership  of  sciences  for  all  the 
most  Important  directions.  The  Academy  of  Sciences  USSR,  In  close  work¬ 
ing  contact  with  the  academies  of  sciences  of  tha  union  republics, 
agencies,  leading  higher  educational  establishments,  ministries,  state 
committees,  and  sovnarkhozes  must  ensure  rational  -utilization  of  all 
resources  for  the  most  successful  development  of  science  and  at  the  same 
time  make  a  great  contribution  to  the  development  of  the  economy  and  cul¬ 
ture  of  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  tasks  placed  before  the  Academy  of  Sciences  USSR  are  responsible 
and  complex.  To  best  fulfill  them,  a  change  In  the  structure  of  the 
academy  is  being  made.  Instead  of  the  9  previously  existing  departments 
(the  majority  of  them  embraced  an  extremely  -wide  circle  of  splentiflc  , 
problems),  19  more  specialized  departments  are  being  established  which 
will  carry  out  soientlfio  leadership  of  research  In  the  field  of  natural 
and  social  sclentes.  The  Important  aspect  of  the  change  in  the  struc-  . 
ture  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  USSR  is  the  unification  In  a  singld'^de- 
partment  of  many  Impcsrtant  natural-scientific  and  technical  problems. 
There  is  every  reason  to  suppose  that  such  unification  will  be  beneficial 
both  for  natural  sciences  end  for’  engineering. 
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At  present,  more  thsa  90  oounolls  and  oonplsBlaoa  are  dperatlng  in 
the  Academy'  of  ScienoeB  USSR.  Their  task  is  the  ooordlnatloh  of  Bolen- 
tifio  reBea^oh  for  the  Individual,  most  Impoortant  scientific  proiblema 
vhlch  are  halng  worked  on  by  .various  solentlfio  Institutive  In  the 
country*  The  majority  of'  these  oounolls  and  coomlaslOnB  eVoeeded, 
depending  on  wsU-suppUed  scientific  Infoamatlos,  In  ImVovlng  the 
planning  of  sclentlflo  research  and  utilisation  -of  existing  resoproes 
for  many  Important  directions.  Many  comclls  Vd  oasgslsslons  regularly 
organize  scientific  conferences,  reports,  and  seminars.  It  Is  necessary 
to  suppose  that  the  transfer  of  councils  and  oosaalssloni  for  scientific 
problems  to  the  sxAordlnatlon  of  new,  apaolalleed  departmisnts  of  the 
academy  will  Improve  their,  work.

In  reoant  yaan  tha  aoount  of  reaearoh  oosgpletad  In  the  Aeadasor  of 
Selaneaa  USSB  vlth  the  aid  of  alaotron  nloxosoopy  haa  Inoraaead  greatly. 
Eleotron  nloroae^y  faollltles  have  hean  aetabllahed  In  a  number  of  In¬ 
stitutes  . 

A  positive  axcosle  of  the  organisation  of  aleotron-mlorosoopy  re- 
saaroh  is  the  estahlltfonent  of  the  Intarlnstltuta  Laboratory  of  Blaetzon 
Mloroaoopy  of  the  Department  of  Biological  Solenoes.  Ihsuoh  a  speelal- 
Ised  laboratory  the  affloleney  of  uea  of  eleotron  nlorosoopes  is  gmoh 
hl£^r.  Ihey  have  ooBVletad  a  nuadiar  of  researoh  Investigations  on  tha 
study  of  tha  struotuxe  of  viruses,  tha  dlsoovexy  of  ultramloroaooplo 
organlsm-llke  bodies  in  soil,  and  the  exposure  of  new  elements  In  the 
structure  of  musoulnr  protofibrils.  A  great  deal  of  work  has  been  done 
to  train  speolallsts  who  work  with  eleotron  mlorosoopy  In  medloal- 
blologloal  and  other  Institutions  of  the  Aoedeay  of  Solenoes. 

At  tha  same  time.  In  the  aeadeay  as  a  whole  there  is  a  noticeable 
leg  In  eleotron-mierosooopy  researoh  from  the  level  of  world  solanee, 
partloularly  In  eleotron  mlorosoopy  of  high  resolution.

Associates  of  the  Institute  will 
pay  particular  attention  to  structures  and  buildings  subjected  to  hl^ 
streeeee  and  to  cosponents  and  units  operating  In  conditions  of  high 
speeds,  preeBures,  and  tesperatures .  The  Institute  will  study  and  gen¬ 
eralize  the  aohlevements  of  Soviet  and  world  science  in  the  field  of 
meobanlcB  of  polyrnsns.

"Toward  New  Heights  of  Scientific  Creativity";  Riga  Sovetskaya 

Latviya,  l8  Jun  63>  p  3 

On  15  June  1963,  a  general  meeting  of  the  Adadeny  of  Sciences 
Latvian  SSR  was  held.  The  meeting  was  devoted  to  putting  into  practice 
an  important  document  for  the  development  of  Soviet  science  —  the 
resolution  of  the  CentxAl  Committee  CPSU  and  the  Council  of  Ministers 
USSR  "On  Measures  for  Iiproving  the  Activities  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences  USSR  and  the  Academies  of  Sciences  of  the  Union  Republics." 
President  of  the  Academy  of  Sciences  Latvian  SSR,  Academician  K .  K. 
Plaude,  reported  on  this  problem. 

The  reporter  dwellet  on  a  number  of  very  Important  achievements 
of  Latvian  scientists  in  the  field  of  physics,  chemistry,  biology, 
and  social  sciences.  The  22  Party  Congress,  the  reporter  continued, 
determined  the  electrification  of  the  whole  country  to  be  one  of  the 
main  problems  of  building  the  material-technical  base  of  Communism. 

In  accomplishing  this  problem,  research  on  the  development  of  power.'.en- 
ginecilng  systems  and  the  study  of  the  important  physical-technical 
porblems  of  power  enfeLneering  was  expanded  from  year  to  year.  In  par¬ 
ticular,  proposals  for  more  than  doubling  the  strength  of  the  Plyavlh 
Hydroelectric  Station  were  worked  out  and ‘adopted. 

As  a  result  of  theoretical  and  experimental  research,  methods  of 
cold  weldihg  manufacture  were  invented,  an  establishment  for  welding 
thin  wires  was  created,  and  also  an  establishment  for  welding  components 
of  semiconductor  apparatus  and  a  number  of  other  works  laport  to  the 
national  econony  were  conpleted.  The  development  of  the  technology 
of  preparing  commutctors  in  a  plastic  base,  which  is  successfully  in¬ 
stalled  in  the  Riga  Electromechanical  Factory  and  a  number  of  other 
factories  of  the  country,  is  an  important  achievement  in  the  field  of  , 
mechanics.  j 

Work  in  the  field  of  the  theory  of  the  strength  and  deformation 
of  concrete  and  the  control  of  its  quality  and  the  development  of  the 
technology  of  vibro-mlxlng  of  concrete  mixtures  for  the  mantifacture 
of  different  building  materials  has  received  wide  application.  In¬ 
vestigations  of  the  use  of  radioactive  Isotopes  in  the  national  eocnory 
were  first  conducted  in  the  republic  acadeny. 

VJork  in  the  field  of  chemistry  received  particular  development. 
Latvian  scientists  conducted  fundamental  research  on  borate,  corrosion 
of  metals,  roentgenography,  analytical  chemicstry,  and  the  chemistry 
of  silicates. 
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A  new  method  has  been  work'eif^..  oirt  for  hydrolyzing  ligneous  waste, 
vegetable  wastes  of  agriculture,,  and  peat  with  small  quantities  of 
concentrated  sulfuric  acid. 

She  study  of  biological  bases  of  the  action  of  microelements  on 
plants  is  a  large-scale  work  in  the  field  of  biology. 

In  the  field  of  social  sciences  it  is  first  of  all  necessary  to 
note  the  work  in  the  field  of  history.  Fundamental  investigations 
have  been  concluded  by  otir  scientists  on  the  history  of  Latvia,  and 
a  number  of  monographs  about  the  I905-1907  Revolution  in  Latvia  and 
the  October  Revolution  in  Latvia  have  been  published.  Conpilatlon  of 
history  of  Lettish  literatvire  was  conpleted,  a  grammar  of  the  contem¬ 
porary  Lettish  language  was  published,  a  Russo-Latvlan  dictionary  was 
published  and  also  a  series  of  bulletins  on  terminology.  Collections 
of  Latvian  national  songs,  Latvisur  national  tales  and  traditions 
were  prepared  and  published  and  folk  lore  materials  were  published. 

Economists  prepared  a  nxanber  of  works  on  the  economics  of  agricul¬ 
ture,  indviatry,  and  transportation  and  concentrated  their  strength 
especially  on  the  study  of  the  problem  of  the  development  of  the  pro¬ 
ductive  strength  of  the  republic  and  expanding  the  Western  economci 
region . 

Along  with  the  accomplishments  in  the  work  of  the  academy,  there 
are  a  great  number  of  deficiencies.  The  reporter  noted  the  great  dis¬ 
persion  of  subjects  in  several  institxrtes,  the  lag  in  problems  of  in¬ 
troducing  the  achievements  of  science  into  industry,  and  the  3ag  in  t 
training  scientific  personnel.  Criticism  expressed  in  the  resolution 
of  the  Central  Committee  CPSU  and  the  Council  of  Ministers  USSR  addressed 
the  academies  of  Sciences  of  the  union  republics  also  applies  to  us', 

Plaude  noted.  We  often  strive  to  copy  the  Academy  of  Sciences  USSR, 
grasping  a  very  broed  front  of  research  to  the  detriment  of  the  pre-eminent 
development  of  the  most  productive  reseeirch  inqoortant  for  the  futur^. 

The  reporter  notes  that  in  fulfilling  the  resolution  of  the  Cen¬ 
tral  Committee  CPSU  and  the  Council  of  Ministers  USSR,  a  number  of 
institutes  were  transferred  from  the-  Academy  of  Sciences  to  other  de¬ 
partments  . 

Plaude  dwelled  in  detail  on  the  main  problems  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences \ USSR  and  the  academies  of  sciences  of  the  union  republics 
posed  by  the  decisions  of  the  party  and  the  government.

Ih  12  operating  rooms  ccnQ>lex  automatic  systems  aid  the  surgeon 
In  watching  the  condition  of  the  patient,  ecmtrolllng  the  depth  of 
anesthesia,  the  pulse  rate,  arterial  pressure,  operation  of  the  heart, 
blocurrents  of  the  brain.  Powerful  conditioners  create  an  artificial 
climate  here.  Ultraviolet  Irradlcators  attached  to  the  walls  free  the 
air  of  microbes . 

An  X-ray- television  Installation  and  electronic -optical  arrsnge- 
ments  are  used  for  diagnosis  of  cooqplex  cardiovascular  diseases  In  the 
Institute.  Ih  this  way  the  dosage  of  Irradiation  only  han»  that  in  the 
usual  X-ray  Apparatus.

Deputy  Minister  I.  Ye.  Ushakov  said  that  during  the  first  h  years 
of  the  7- year  plan  the  network  of  therapeutic  establishments  In  the 
republic  Increased  to  almost  80,000  beds  due  to  new  construction.  Some 
oblasts  have  already  fulfilled  their  norms  and  are  working  on  extra 
construction.  However,  In  RSFSR  as  a  whole  only  87  percent  of  the  con¬ 
struction  planned  for  januaty  and  February  was  completed. 
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The  heads  of  the  public  health  departmeats  of  several  local  connual- 
tles  were  criticized  for  not  concentratlne  their  efforts  and  resources  on 
those  objects  which  were  planned  to  be  coeqpleted  during  the  year. 

According  to  the  plan>  21,000  hospital  beds  will  be  made  available 

in  1963. 

The  assistant  head  of  the  Moscow  City  Public  Health  Department,  .. 

N.  N.  Tsvetkov,  said  that  In  the  past  year  the  plan  for  Introducing 
hospital  beds  was  fulfilled  162  percent  —  2,000  hospital  beds  were 
made  available . 

The  speakers  sharply  critic:! zed  the  planning  organs.  For  example, 
the  main  engineer  of  the  Khabarovsk  Regional  Public  EMlth  Department, 

A.  V.  Abramova,  en^haslzed  that  Qosplan  RSFSR  determines  capital  Invest¬ 
ments  In  separate  objects  of  public  health  often  at  Its  own  discretion, 
without  considering  '^e  needs  and  specifics  of  the  region.

31.  Estonian  Scientists  and  Institutes  Criticized 


"And  Where  Is  Scientific  Sxchanget"  by  H.  Spektor; 

Moscow,  Medltslnskaya  Oazeta,  9  <7^1  63, -p  2 

The  author  notes  that  while  the  scientific  activity  of  some  Estonian 
scientists  may  be  great,  their  pedagogical  activity  lags  far  behind  what 
It  should  be.  They  are  not  training  enough  young  scientists  or  working 
with  them  on  their  doctoral  dissertations.  Ibe  reasons  for  this,  he  : . 
suggests,  is  that  some  scientists  hold  firmly  to  their  "isonopoly  rights" 
as  the  only  doctor  of  sciences  in  the  chair.  Also,  fearing  that  the 
young  scientists  will  suipass  them,  they  do  not  hasten  to  lead  their 
students  to  the  heights  of  science. 

As  an  example  the  author  cites  the  head  of  the  Sector  of  Tuberculosis 
of  the  Tallin  Institute  of  Experimental  and  Clinical  Medicine,  Yu. 

Ennulo,  who  was  the  first  person  in  Estonia  to  perform  a  successful 
operation  on  the  lungs  and  who  was  developed  many  daring  methods  for 
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phthlaloturgery.  Eovvar,  the  author  cshargas^  he  le  keeping  hie  «xperl> 
ence  to  hlmaelf .  Even  when  one  of  the  aesoclates  of  the  eeotor,  E*  KUiB/ 
began  to  vork  on  a  clinical  dlasertatlon  thene,  Gnnulo  would  not  help 
him  and  refueed  to  bacoaM  his  adviser.  Finally  the  young  scientist  was 
forced  to  leave  the  institute. 

In  the  ssae  way,  the  author  eontlimes,  lalUn  elinlolana  have  been 
cheated  of  the  nost  basic  thing  •-  a  peraanent  research  base.  The  Insti¬ 
tute  of  Bxparlnantal  and  CUnlelLl  Medicine  is  of  no  conseq^nenee .  It  Is 
atm  very  far  froa  practical  public  health.  It  would  be  aors  correct 
to  naae  It  simply  an  esperiaental  institute.  Ten  years  ago,  the  sectors 
of  surgery,  therapy,  obstetrics,  and  gynecology  ceased  to  exist  here. 

Thus,  "as  luck  would  have  It,"  Tallin  was  deprived  of  Its  only  clinical 
scientific  establiahaent. 

In  the  past  5  years,  only  two  physicians  have  eonpleted  their  vork 
for  candidate  degrees.  Vfhat  lies  ahead  of  thaa.  If  there  are  no  scienti¬ 
fic  advlssrst  In  fact,  how  can  one  speak  of  serious  scientific  work  when 
Tallin  clinicians  have  no  experimental  or  laboratory  baset 

"Even  In  the  largest  hospitals  in  the  country  you  cannot  do  the 
simplest  biochemical  analysis;  the  laboratories  barely  have  tinssito 
attend  the  patlentsti"  Candidate  of  Medical  Sciences  gynecologist  8. 

Narlts  said  with  a  sigh. 

There  are  laany  unreasoned  aspects  of  the  structure  of  the  Institute 
of  Experimental  and  Clinical  Medicine  also,  according  to  the  author. 

This  institute  was  recently  transfeered  to  the  Academy  of  Medical  Sciences 
USSR.  Three  people  vork  In  the  laboratory  of  l^antlle  Rheumatism,  which 
for  many  years  has  contributed  little  to  practical  public  health.  The 
profile  of  the  Sector  of  Phthisiology  is  also  uncertain.  Each  associate 
here  is  busy  vlt^  "his  own,"  coupletely  isolated,  theme.  Half  the 
scientific  work  is  devoted  to  themes  that  are  far  from  practice.  But 
tuberculosis  is  not  a  theoretical  problem  in  Estonia.  Fhyslelans  expect 
something  cospletely  different  from  the  scientists  —  epidemiological 
data  on  the  spread  of  tuberculosis,  the  perfection  of  methods  of  treating  : 
the  disease,  and  much  more. 

It  Is  also  difficult  for  the  author  to  reconcile  the  fact  that  both 
Tallin  Institutes  study  problems  of  hygiene.  In  general,  why  is  there  a 
sector  of  labor  hygiene  in  the  Institute  of  Experimental  and  Clinical 
Medicine  when  right  next  door  Is  the  specialized  Institute  of  Hygiene? 

Such  a  dispersion  of  efforts  and  means,  the  division  of  one  problem 
among  several  scientific  research  establishments,  cannot  be  Justified  by 
anything. 

This  means  that  there  ai-e  reserves. 
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At  Tartu  University  the  medical  faculty  Is  not  large.  Workers  of 
the  chairs  are  overloaded  vlth  teaching  vork.

"Serb  Council  for  Scientific  Work  Meets";  Belgrade,

The  Council  for  Scientific  Work  of  Serbia,  at  its  13  April  I963 
meeting,  in  addition  to  considering  the  final  account  of  the  Republic 
Fund  for  Scientific  Work  for  I962  and  the  financial  plans  of  the  fund 
for  1963,  studied  proposals  for  forming  two  scientific  institutes,  , 
selected  a  commission  for  awarding  the  7  July  awards,  and  decided  other 
cnirrent  matters.  While  considering  the  final  account  of  the  Republic 
Fund  for  Scientific  Work  at  the  meeting,  the  thoxight  was  ebqjressed  (this 
was  one  of  the  two  criticisms  of  the  final  account)  that  in  the  future 
resources  for  personnel  involved  in  scientific  research  should  be  spent 
more  liberally;  that  no  useful  purpos-^  could  be  served  by  econoo^-  at  the 
expense  of  raising  the  qualifications  of  scientific  personnel;  and  that 
it  is  of  continuing  ia5)ortance  that  resources  be  rationally  spent  for 
raising  the  qualifications  of  scientific  personnel.  In  addition,  it  was 
proposed  that  facvltles  take  over,  on  behalf  of  establishments,  the 
obligation  and  resixonsibility  of  identifying  young  persoimel  with  soien- 
tific  research  aptitudes.  According  to  the  approved  plan  for  scientific 
work  about  1,370,000,000  dinars  will  be  e:iq)ended  in  1963^  while  about 
409  million  dinars  will  be  Invested  in  this  field.  i 

It  was  reported  that  the  criticism  was  Justified  that  the  plem  was 
worked  out  without  detailed  and  realistic  consideration  for  the  needs  of 
individual  scientific  institutions  and  the  volumeof  scientific  research 
work.  In  continuation  it  was  said  that  institutes  attached  to  faculties 
and  some  Independent  establishments  had  not  forwarded  accurate  work  plans 
and  financial  estimates.  It  was  decided  that  this  information  must  be 
provided  by  September  at  the  latest  so  that  detailed  distribution  of 
resources  within  the  scientific  field  can  be  made.  A  proposal  for  form¬ 
ing  a  leather  and  footwear  institute  in  Belgrade  was  accepted.  At  the 
same  time  a  proposal  for  the  decree  and  an  outline  of  the  agreement  for 
the  founding  of  the  Institute  were  accepted.  The  last  proposal  dealt 
with  a  report  about  conditions  for  founding  a  technological  institute 
for  the  chemical  industry  in  Krusevac.  The  council  decided  that  the 
material  anc  explanations  on  this  should  be  returned  to  the  commission 
which  submitted  them  to  furnish  more  detailed  information  before  the 
council  gave  their  approval  for  founding  this  institute.  The  council 
selected  a  commission  for  allotting  7  July  awards  for  the  most  important 
achievements  in  the  scientific  field.  Dr  (professor)  Sinisa  Stankovic 
was  selected  as  president  of  the  commission.

It  is  a  typical  problem  in  the  training  of  specialists  in  small 
countries  that  general  university  training  cannot  meet  the  demand  for 
a  great  variety  of  specialized  knowledge.  Since  this  is  the  age  of 
specialization,  and  since  it  vas  considered  Inadvisable  to  extend  the 
already  long  period  of  education,  it  was  necessary  to  develop  a  new 
form  of  training  for  specialists.  This  form  is  known  as  special  engineer 
training  (Szaknernokkepzes) .  This  new  type  of  training  was  initiated 
in  1956  when  engineers  began  receiving  training  in  general  economics. 

This  form  of  training  proved  to  be  so  successful  that  in  June  i960, 
the  government  resolved  to  build  up  a  vide  network  for  the  training  of 
specialists.  Two-year  correspondence  courses  began  in  February  1961 
in  six  fields;  by  1962,  engineers  were  offered  postgraduate  training 
in  12  fields;  and  in  1963^  this  was  extended  to  13  fields , 

Engineers  have  shown  exceptional  interest  in  specialized  fields. 

The  following  table  shows  the  courses  now  beginning  at  Budapest  Tech¬ 
nical  Univeisity  (Budapest  Muszaki  Egyetem).

In  these  postgraduate  com'ses,  part  of  the  material  is  presented  in  the 
fom  of  lectures  while  part  of  it  is  obtained  by  the  participants  through 
reading  suggested  background  literature.  In  many  cases,  the  pertinent  or 
recommended  literature  appears  in  foreign  periodicals  and  books;  this 
encourages  the  learning  of  languages.  The  students  receive  two  diplomas: 
a  diploma  in  engineering,  awarded  on  the  basis  of  basic  knowledge,  and  a 
diploma  awarded  for  .postgraduate  training;  'which  'certifies'  that  ^ 
the  graduate  is  a  specialist. 
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Eurlxig  the  past  few  years^  the  form  of  training  has  been  extended 
in  other  ways.  Thus,  the  following  types  of  training  caa  also  be  consld- 
c-v-.v'  engineer  training:  engiheer-economiet  training,  the  nuclear 

e.iglneering  course  sponsored  by  the  National  Atomic  Energy  Comnlttee  ' 
(c'rszagos  Atomenergla  Blzottsa  '),  advanced  course  In  work  safety  Bx>onsored 
by  the  National  Trade  Union  Committee,  and  engliieer-professor  training. 

The  course  in  nuclear  engineering  sponsored  by  the  National  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  (Orszagos  Atomenergla  Blzottsa;  )  trains  specialist 
engineers  at  a  suitable  level.  The  advanced  course  in  work,  safety  is 
performing  a  valuable  service  not  only  in  providing  advanced  training 
to  engineers  occupied  in  the  field  of  work  safety,  but  alscw^n  making 
knowledge  of  work . safety  available  to  the  entire  breuich  of  hi gh.  .  sduca- 
tion.  Engineer-professor  -training  just  began  In  the  1962- 1963  academic 
year,  so  it  is  too  early  to  judge  the  results  here. 

The  courses  offered  at  the  present  tine  do  not  meet  the  existing 
demand]  additional  special  training  courwe&  are  needed.  However,  these 
can  be  offered  only  after  the  universities  have  been  suitably  prepared. 

It  is  interesting  to  investigate  the  percentage  and  cause  of  drop-outs. 
There  was  a  21  percent  drop-out  rate  In  the  course  on  mechanics  organized 
by  the  faculty  of  mechanical  engineering,  while  the  drop-out  rate  in  the 
co\irse  or,  diesel  motors  was  55  percent.  Drop-outs  occurred  most  fre¬ 
quently  in  those  courses  where  the  applicants  had  not  been  informed  of  ■ 
the  goals  or  high  requirements  of  the  course.  The  absence  of  a  uni- 
fomly  qualified  student  body  made  the  teacher’s  task  more  difficult 
in  some  courses.  For  example,  applicants  in tbe., course  on  process 
control  included  chemical, ■ Electrical,  emd  mechanical  engineers  whose 
basic  training  was  very  diverse. 

Although  there  is  no  lack  of  applicants,  the  authorities  are  con¬ 
cerned  because  certain  organs  are  unwilling  to  pay  higher  wages  to  en¬ 
gineers  having  the  specialized  training.  In  the  long  run,  this  is  bound 
to  affect  the  engineers’  initiative.  The  standard  of  the  courses  is  kept 
low  by  a  lack  of  machine  and  instrument  equipment.  Supplies  are  diffi-  : 
cult  to  obtain,  and  an  effort  must  be  made  to  see  that  -the  departments 
which  requested  these  ^lourses  give  them  proper  practical  support.  The 
goal  of  the  ministry  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  5-yeS'r  plan, 

(1964  and  1965)^®"^  preparethe  courses  requested  by  the  various  depart¬ 
ments.  Because  more  time  will  be  available,  it  will  be  possible  to 
make  better  preiDarations  and  to  advise  the  large  group  of  potential 
students  of  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  courses  which  will  be  offered. 
Special  committees  will  review  the  material  in  each  course  to  determine 
its  effectiveness  of  shortcomings.  This  is  absolutely  essential  because 
there  are  many  inadeq'uacies  in  present  courses.  The  special  courses  are 
taught  not  only  by  professors,  but  also  by  personnel  from  research  and 
planning  institutes  and  workers  from  certain  plants.

The  Presidium  has  awarded  the..JRrize  imenl  V.  I.  Vernadskly  for  I963 
in  the  sum  of  1,000  rubles  to  Doctor  of  Chemical  Sciences  M.  G.  Valyashko 
(Moscow  University  for  the  work  Geochemical  Regularities  of  the  Formation 
of  Potassium  Salt  Deposits,  which  was  published  In  1962.  ~  '  " 

M.  G.  Valyashko 's  monograph  presents  extremely  detailed  and  many-sided 
research  based  on  manyjears  of  the  author's  work.  He" established  many  new 
fundamental  laws  and  develcped  a  rAsnber  of  new  iiqportant  ideas  concerning 
conditions  of  forming  potassim  salts,  developed  a  natural  classification 
of  salt  pools,  experimentally  studied  processes  of  ^jhe_oetamoiphlsation 
of  sulfate  pools  with  the  aid  of  CaC03.;and  conJJSSe^  diagrams  of  these 
processes.  The  author  discovered  the^lavs  of  variations  in  volumes  cf 
saline  water  and  solid  phases  precipitating  from  it,  "’which  led  to  a  new 
hypothesis  of  the  origin  of  po'tassium  salts,  first  experimentally  received 
during  evaporation  of  sea  water  &ylvite,  and  constructed  a  normal  sequence 
of  potassium  zones  which  originate ftBE  saline  water  without  noticeable 
metamoi^hiz'ation .

Gold  Medal 
imeni  V.  V.  Dokuchayev  for  I963  to'  Academician  I.  P.  Gerasimov  and  the 
Prize  Imeni  P.  L.  Chebyshev  for  I963  to  Candidate  of  Physlcomathe-;-- 
matlcal  Sciences -S.  I.  Adyan. 

Academician  I.  P.  Gerasimov  is  one  of  "the  most  prominent  scientists 
in  the  field  of  the  genesis,  geography,  and  cartography  of  soils.  The 
state  soil  map,  the  publication  of  which  he  worked  on  for  many  years  with 
a  group  of  soil  scientists,  is  a  great  contribution  "to  science. 

The  Prize  imeni  P.  L.  Chebyshev  was  awarded  to  Candidate  of  Physico- 
rnathematical  Sciences  S.  I.  Adyan  for  his  work  in  the  field  of  mathematics 
devoted  to  algorithmic  questions  of  "tlie  theory  of  groups  and  semigroups.

ScietaSei  .ofoCubtfVca'^rfcentovlsltot:  of.’itheo 
Soviet  Union,  and  the  Academy  of  Sciences  USSR,  said  that  the  recently 
signed  agreement  on  cooperation  between  the  Cuban  €uid  Soviet  Academies  of 
Sciences  speaks  about  the  further,  strengthening  of  scientific  relations 
between  the  two  countries. 

He  said  that  scientists  of  both  countries  have  decided  to  render 
the  necessary  scientific  assistance  to  one'  snotha?  and  work  together  on 
problems  of  mutual  interest.  It  was  decided  to  establish  permanent  working 
relations,  and  to  organize  an  exchange  of  experience  between  the  academies 
of  sciences  and  other  scientific  institutions  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  Cuba. 
From  now  on  they  will  Jointly  con^ile  a  plan  of  scientific  cooperation  , 
every  year. 

Jimenez  stated  that  they  agreed  on  the  exchange  of  scientific  literature 
and  about,  publication  of  works  of  scientists  of  both  countries  in  Soviet 
Cuban  publications,^ and  on  scientific  missions  of  specialists  and  teaching 
of  postgraduate  students  in  both  the  Soviet  Union  and  Cuba.

In  February  of  this  year,  DTIC  provided  the  CIA  Declassification  Center  with  a  referral 
list  of  CIA  documents  held  in  the  DTIC  library.  This  referral  was  a  follow  on  to  the  list  of 
National  Intelligence  Surveys  provided  earlier  in  the  year. 

We  have  completed  a  declassification  review  of  the  “Non-NIS”  referral  list  and  include 
the  results  of  that  review  as  Enclosure  1 .  Of  the  220  documents  identified  in  our  declassification 
database,  only  three  are  classified.  These  three  are  in  the  Release  in  Part  category  and  may  be 
released  to  the  public  once  specified  portions  of  the  documents  are  removed.  Sanitization 
instructions  for  these  documents  are  included  with  Enclosure  1 . 

In  addition  to  the  documents  addressed  in  Enclosure  1,14  other  documents  were  unable 
to  be  identified.  DTIC  then  provided  the  CDC  with  hard  copies  of  these  documents  in  April  2004 
for  declassification  review.  The  results  of  this  review  are  provided  as  Enclosure  2.
